DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 12 April 2006 has been 
considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because they are informal, with handwritten reference 
numbers and figure designations. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-11, 13 and 15-24 are allowed. The prior art does not teach the claimed 
commutator including, inter alia, each contact bridge (11, 11', 11") provided with two inwardly 
directed legs (20, 20'), which are flexible relative to one another in circumferential direction and 
are connected to the two associated interference-suppression elements in electrically conductive 
manner, and with one outwardly directed foot portion (21,21'), which is connected to the 
associated conductor segment in electrically conductive manner, the contact bridges (11, 11 ', 

1 1 ") being soldered or adhesively bonded in the region of their leg (20, 20') to the associated 
interference-suppression elements (10, 10', 10") and in the region of their foot portions (21,21 ', 
21") to the associated conductor segments (3, 3").
